The question was not raised when 
the discussion in the senate oceurreJ 
on right of the president to appoint i 
the special coronation ambassadors.

The senators participating in the de- 


bate raised merely the question that 
the president could not appoint the 
ambassadors without the advice and 
consent of the body to which 
they 


belonged. 
They did not raise tin 


larger question. They made their pro- 
test for the sole purpose of vindicating 
their senatorial prerogatives. 


It -was not denied that 
President 


Roosevelt had acted outside of the law 
in making the appointments without 
the senate's consent. 
His nearest 


•friend and spokesman in the senate 
Mr. Lodge, and his chief counsel in the 
senate, Mr. Spooner. admitted that he 
had acted in violation of the constitu- 
tion. 


What could they expect? Lawless- 


ness appears to be the law of Jlr. 
Roosevelt and his administration. The 
war department which he regards as , 
tlie main force in his administration, i 
acts habitually without the authority 
of the law. In a dozen or more c<v 
spicuous instance the acts of the gov- ' 
eminent have been without statutory 
authority or in direct violation of the 
statutes.

R:'ii:;;h YVo^t Indies, Captain Freeman 
of the British steamer Koddnm told 
the following story, which is copy- 
righted by William R. Hearst, of the 
destruction of the city of St. Pierre to 
a correspondent of the New York 
American and Journal on May 11: 


The steamer Roddaiu, of which I am 


captain, left SL Lucia at midnight of 
Mjy 7 anil was off St Pierre, Marti- 
nique, at 0 o'clock on the morning of 
the 8th. I noticed that the volcano, 
Mont Pek-e, was smoking and crept 
slowly in toward the bay, finding there, 
unions: others,'the steamer Roraima, 
the telegraph repairing steamer Grap- 
pler and fonrTsaiiki;; vessels. 


I went to anchorage between 1 and 


S and had hardly moored when the 
side of the volcano opened out with'a 
terrible explosion. A wall of fire swept 
over the town and the bay. The Rod- 
dam was struck broadside by the burn- 
ing mass. The shock to the ship was 
terrible, nearly capsizing her. 


Hearing the awful report of the ex- 


plosion aud seeing the great wall of 
flames approaching the steamer, those 
on deck sought shelter wherever it was 
possible, jumping into the cabin, the 
forecastle and even into the hold. I 
was in the chartroorn, but the burning 
embers were borne by so swift a move- 
incut of the air that they were swept 
in through the door and portholes, suf- 
focating and scorching me badly. 


I was terribly burned by these em- 


bers about the face and hands, but 
managed to reach the deck. As soon 
as it was possible when there I mus- 
tered the few survivors who seemed 
'able to move, ordered them to slip the 
anchor, leaped for the bridge and rang 
the engineer for full speed astern. 
But the men on deck could not work 
the steering gear because it was jam- 
med by the debris from the volcano. 
We accordingly went ahead and astern 
until the gear was free, but in this run- 
ning "backward and forward it was 
two hours after the first shock before 
we were clear of the bay. 


One of the most terrifying conditions 


was thnt, the atmosphere being charg- 
ed with riShes,.-it ?rras. totally dark. 
The sun was completely obscured, and 
the air was only illuminated from the 
flames of the volcano and those of the 
burning town and shipping. 


As we backed out we passed close to 


the Roraima, which was one mass of 
flames. The steam was rushing from 
the engine room, and the screams ol 
those on board were terrible to hear, 
1 lie cries for help were all in vain, for 
we could do nothing but save my own 
ship. 
When 1 last saw the Roraima. 


she was settling down by the stern, 
'ibat was about 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 


When the Rocldam was safely out of 


the harbor of St. Pierre and its des- 
olation and horrors, I made for St. 
Lucid. 
Arriving here, and when the 


ship was safe, I mustered the survivors 
as weil as 1 was able and searched for 
the dead and injured. 
Some I found 


in the saloon, where they had vainly 
sought for safety, but cabins were fnll 
of burning embers that had blown in 
through the portholes. 


Through these the fire swept as 


through funnels and burned the vic- 
tims where they lay or stood, leaving 
a circular imprint of scorched and 
burned flesh. I brought ten on deck 
who were thus burned. Two of them 
were dead. The others survived, al- 
though in a dreadful state of torture 
from their burns. 
Their screams of 


agony were heartrending. 


Out of a total of twenty-three on 


board the Koddam, which includes the 
captain and the crew, ten are dead and 
several are in the hospital. 


The ship was covered from stem to 


stern with tons of powdered lava, 
which retained its beat for hours after 
it had fallen. In many cases it was 
practically incandescent and to move 
about the dock in this burning m.-iss 
•was not only difficult, but absolutely 
pen Ions. 


I am only now able to begin thor- 


oughly to clear and search the ship for ] 
any damage done by this volcanic rain \ 
and to sec if there are any corpses in 
out of the way places. 
For instance, j 


tin's morning I found one body in the ' 
poak of the forecastle. The body was 
horribly burned, and the sailor had evi-! 
dontly crept in there in his agony to , 
die. 


On the arrival of the Roddnm at St 


T.ncia the ship presented an appalling 
appearance. Dead and calcined bodies j 
!ny about the dock, Thicb YC.IS nlso \ 
crowded with injured, helpless and 
suffering people. 
Prompt assistance ' 


was rendered to the injured by the au- J 
thoriuep, and my poor, tortured men j 
wore taken to the hospital. The dead I 
were buried, and I had omitted to men- j 
ticn that out of twenty-one black la- j 
borers that I brought from Grenada to1 
help in stevedoring six only survived, j 
Most of the others threw themselves ' 
overboard to escape a dreadful fate, ( 
but they met a worse one, for it is the i 
actual fact that tha water around the | 
ship was literally at a boiling heat, j 
The escape of my vessel was miracu- j 
Jons. The woodwork of the cabins and 
> 


bridge and everything inflammable on! 
deck were constantly igniting, and it! 


was with groat difficulty that we few 
survivors uiandp-d to keep the flames 
down. The ropes, awnings and tarpau- 
lins wore f-oijjplciely burned up. 


I witiuKsed the entire destruction 


of St. Pierre. 
The liauies^enveloped 


the t'Avu in L'-vory quarter with such 
rapidity that it wa« impossible that 
any p»r«m ecu Id be saved. All this 
time the mountain was roaring and 
Minkitiir. and in the interval-* between 
those-terrifying sounds I could hear the 
cries of despair and airony from the 
thousands who were j'trisl.irs;. 


The'-e cries added to Ihe terror of the 


sc-ci.es but it is impossible' to de-scribe 
it« horror or the dreadful sensations it 
produced. It was like witnessing the 
end of the world.

It was about daylight on the morn- 


ing of May (i whoa we sighted the is- 
land of Martinique. 
We had run 


through a thunderstorm ahead for St. 
Pierre aud at <! o'clock wore at our 
anchorage off the Place Berlin land- 
ing. 
Whon the- agent, with lighters 


and stevedore^, came alongside, he 
told us that Peloe had been acting ugly 
ever since Saturday and that there had 
been quite a heavy fall of hot sand or 
dust, over St. Pierre itse-lf. However, 
the volcano seemed to have quieted 
down, and we got ;hc stevedores to 
work smartly. 


There were about eighteen, other 


steamers and coasting craft anchored 
as we were in the open harbor, one of 
them being the Tamaya, a bark from 
the French port Nantes, her captain 
being called Moritz or Maurice. Then 
there were four other large sailing ves- 
sels. The British steamer Roddam put 
into the berth next to ours and let drop 
her anchor. Then something happen- 
ed. There was a shaking in the air, 
so thnt I felt as though some one had 
jostled me. 


I was looking at Pelee, and every 


soul on board looked too. 


I can describe what I saw, of course, 


but my first thought was that the end 
of the world would look just like that. 
It was just as though the mountain 
had been blown up by all the dyna- 
mite in the world. First of all a great 
pillar of flame rushed straight up in 
the air. then it opened out wider than 
the mountain itself and came roaring 
down out of the sky upon us. Some of 
us, with Morley, second officer, rushed 
to the forecastle head to heave the an- 
chor. I heard the captain shouting or- 
ders, and I saw McTear, the engineer, 
drop below. As we reached the ship's 
head the fiery cloud was upon us. Red- 
hot stones, scalding mud and real 
splashes of flame dropped and clatter- 
ed all over the ship. 


There was another roar, and with it 


all the water in the harbor seemed to 
gather up and rush upon the shipping. 
Eyery craft heeled over to, the great 
tidal wave and seemed to careen and 
sink. 
"When the wave struck us, it 


flooded us fore and aft 
sweeping 


away the masts, funnel, all the boats 
save one and all the raffle of the deck. 
There was a ventilator at hand, and" 
to save myself I seized it and was 
nearly killed thereby, being driven 
into it by the force of the wave. A 
couple of stevedores pulled me out of 
the ventilator and dragged me into the 
steerage. There I remained, half dead. 
for quite a time, during which the ship 
rolled and the fire and rocks battered 
the decks. Now and then a charred 
aud shrieking sailor rolled down the 
hatchway and' died as he came, so 
that quite a pili of corpses lay over 
me. 


Some one pulled me from under these, 


and I clambered to the deck and began 
turning a hand toward saving the in- 
jured, who were lying all about, though 
even then small, redhot stones and 
mud were falling. 


All this time the sea was rolling like 


the heaviest kind of ground swell, Pe- 
lee was roaring, and the air was full 
of strange shocks. When I looked at 
St. Pierre, the sight was terrifying. 
The town was gone, and in its place 
was a long stretch of gray, smoking, 
flaming dust 
All about us the ships 


were sunk or aflame, and between us 
and them and the shore dead bodies 
floated singly and in groups. 


Some hours after—I didn't know how 


long it was then, but I've since been 
told it was at 3 o'clock in the afternoon 
—the French cruiser Suchet steamed 
in and rescued seventeen of us more 
dead than alive. We were carried to 
Kort-de-France and put in the hospital.

tenary of the opening of the Bodleian 
library, says the New York Evening 
Post. The commemoration ceremonies 
will take place on Oct S and 0, and a 
very large and distinguished attend- 
ance of delegates from all parts of the 
world is expected at Oxford for the oc- 
casion. The Bodleian library was actu- 
ally founded in 1398. but it was not 
opened till 1G02 by Sir Thomas Bodloy, 
who died in 1012. It contains over GOO,-

the anthracite coal operators and their 
employees, who have struck, as pre- 
sented by the men to the industrial de- 
partment of the National Civic federa- 
tion: 


That the working day shall consist 


of eight hours, with the same wages 
that are now paid for ten hours' work. 


That the miners shall receive an ad- 


vance of 5 per cent in the contract 
price now paid for mining coal. 


That coal mined shall be weighed 


wherever 
practicable, 
that 
2,240 


pounds shill constitute a ton and that 
the men shall have a representative to 
check the weights. 


That a minimum wage scale for day 


laborers at the mines shall be estab- 
lished, similar to the scale that exists 
in the bituminous fields. 


That the union shall be recognized. 
These demands have been refused by 


the operators, who have offered to con- 
tinue the 10 per cent advance in wages 
granted in 1900 and renewed in 1901.

St Vincent, which has a No suffered 


from the eruption of its own Soiifriere 
\GiC&uo, 10 OUC Gi. buO £1 ' - .'v.<!HmUt , 
and picturesque islands of tlie British' 
West Indian group, says the New 
York Press. It has an area of 131 
square miles and has beeu df-seribed 
as one of the flashing jewels that lie 
like a necklace around the Caribbean 
sea. The last British «enru& credited 
it with a population of 50,000, of which 
a large majority are negroes engaged 
in the cultivation of sugar cane, which 
is the principal crop. Two hundred 
years ago it was the home of the Carib 
Indians, who were induced by the 
French to join in a revolution against 
England. 
They -were crushed, and 


thousands were transported. 
Hun- 


dreds, rather than submit, flung them- 
selves into the sea. A few descend- 
ants of these original owners of the 
island still exist on lands granted 'to 
them by the British govemment. 


St Vincent, like all the isiands in 


the group, is of volcanic origin and 
culminates in the vast crater of Morne 
y Garou, which in 1S12 was the scene 
of a tremendous eruption. Billions of 
tons of rock and earth were hurled 
high into the air. Part, as molten lava, 
Uowed down into the sea; part, shiver- 
ed into thin dust, was carried high up 
into the clouds. For three days the 
awful convulsions of nature continued. 
The dust from the crater so obscured 
the rays of the sun and brought on a 
darkness so terrifying that the few 
survivors believed the -world bad come 
to an end. The impalpable dust was 
carried by the trade winds to the is- 
lands of Barbados and St. Lucia and 
turned day into night. The inhabit- 
ants became panic stricken with, fear 
and abandoned their ordinary vocu-. 
tions and devoted themselves to pray- 
ers Knd fasting. 


This was the closing period cf a se- 


ries of volcanic eruptions which had 
lasted two years, and the direction of 
the seismic wave was not unlike that 
which has devastated Mai Unique. The 
disturbance in 1S12 seerfied to pass un- 
der the bed of the ocean to Venezuela. 
Caracas, the capital of that country, 
was partly desetroyed by an earth- 
quake, aud 10,000 persons perished 
With the exception of tj»e great Lisbon 
earthquake the eruptfon^ of the mighty 
mountain was the mosTjfright'ful cata- 
clysm known to the world up to that 
time. The whole configuration of the 
island was changed. The eastern end 
sank into the sea, and where it stood 
there is now a great depth of water. 
Tie volcanic forces remained quiescent 
until 1S82, and then the warning rum- 
ble was beard again, but it was a false 
alarm, and the terrible scenes of the 
early part of the century -were not re- 
peated. 


The island of St Vincent lies 100 


miles west of Barbados and between 
St. Lucia and the Grenadines. From 
north to south stretches a ridge of high, 
wooded hills, extending to the se? on 
either side. The Soufriere, whose erup- 
tion recently started, is in the north- 
west It towers 3,000 feet above the 
sea. Its crater is three miles in cir- 
cumference and 500 feet deep. 
From 


the summit the view on a'll sides was 
superb. Eastward over the new crater, 
formed in 1812, the Atlantic was vis- 
ible through the hill ranges, westward 
to the blue waters of the Caribbean 
and on the margin of the bay the 
quaint aud curious town of Chateau 
Belair. Travelers who have stood on 
tbe highest point describe the view of 
Morne Garou as a spectacle of awe in- 
spiring grandeur, with the vast forest 
clambering over lofty peak and deep 
hewu glen right to the northern verge, 
where, twenty miles off, the island dips 
under the blue wa^es. 


The climate of St. Vincent is unusu- 


ally humid, the average rainfall being 
seven feet annually. But the mortal- 
ity rate is low, pnd tbe inhabitants en- 
Joy excellent health. T«e soil in the 
valleys is a rich ioam, well calculated 
for tbe growing of cotton and cocoa 
palms, as well as sugar cane. The av- 
erage temperature is S5 degrees F. in 
the highlands. 
In the lowlands it 


hovers between 90 and 95. The island 
has been noted for the beauty of the 
plumage of its birds and for its rare 
specimens of insect life. 


It is tbe home of the giant firefly, 


whose phosphorescent brilliancy is so 
great that one fly will she<I sufBciwit 
light by which to read a book or news- 
paper. A dozen of these insects will 
light up a large room, and the Canbs 
in the olden days used them for pur- 
poses of illumination. Unlike the birds 
in tbe tropics farther south, the birds 
of the forests of St. Vincent are not 
only briiliantiy feathered, but are pos- 
sessed of melodious song. One is a 
sort of mountain oriole, which has a 
note of peculiar sweetness and won- 
derful penetration.

Section 15.—The enthronization. 
The document throughout is couched 


In Quaint Biblical language. It com- 
mences with a description of how on 
the morning of coronation day care is 
to be taken that the ampulla is filled 
.with oil and with a spoon laid ready 
upon the altar. The archbishops and 
bishops, being already vested with 
their copes, will form a procession out- 
side the west door of the abbey find 
await notice of the approach of their 
majesties 
before 
moving into the 


church. Their majesties will be receiv- 
ed with the anthem, "Peace Be Within 
Thy Walls." Their majesties will pass 
toward the throne and make their bum- 
ble adoration, kneeling at the fald- 
stools, and then will sit in chairs below 
the thrones. 


The document describes the curious 


ceremony of recognition and the other 
ceremonies. Those above mentioned 
occur before the coronation proper. 


FACTS ABOUT ST. PIERRE. 


"West Indian Town Totally Destroy- 


ed by Volcanic Shocks. 


St Pierre, the capital city of the is- 


land of Martinique and the birthplace 
of the Empress Josephine, which is 
Just reported totally destroyed by vol- 
canic shocks, is ten miles square, with 
a population of 25,000 people, says the 
New York Journal. It is on tbe north- 
west coast of the island, being one of 
the largest towns of the' French group. 
It is well built on a narrow strip of 
land lying along the beach of a semi- 
circular bay and overhung by cliffs 
which,approach the shore. 


While there are few manufacturing 


establishments in the town, the people 
of St. Pierre were prosperous. The har- 
bor was the stopping place of vessels 
of all nations, it being good, although 
much exposed. The anchorage is ex- 
ceptionally well adapted for vessels of 
more than average draft. 


Naval officers in Washington recall 


their visits to St Pierre with much 
pleasure and give descriptions of its 
pieturesqneness and delightful society. 


- The houses were attractively designed, 


being built some distance apart, with 
beautiful driveways and courts be- 


^ tween them. They were usually low 
' "trame structures, intended to be secure 


against hurricanes, which were not un- 
common at certain seasons of the year. 
The higher class of people entertained 
freely and were most hospitable to 
foreign official visitors. 
The women 


were noted for their beauty, having the 
characteristic vivacity of the French 
peopje. Though not unlike other na- 
tives of the Lesser Antilles and tropical 
climates in ttieir habits and methods, 
the inhabitants of St Pierre were in- 
dustrious. Among the poorer classes 
were found numbers of half negro 
children poorly cared for. 


GALLANT DE ROCHAMBEAU. 


Fact> About the Frenchman 'Whose 


Statue Will Soon Be Unveiled. 


The Count de Rochambeau, whose 


statue, presented to us by the French 
people, will be unveiled with great cer- 
emony at Washington on May 24. was 
one of those gallant Frenchmen who 
fight as it were, by instinct He en- 
tered the French army when only six- 
teen years of age and at twenty was 
appointed aid to the Duke of Orleans. 
'"When after a distinguished military 
career he came to America as lieuten- 
ant general of a force sent to fight with 
Washington against the British, he had 
reached the ripe age of fifty-five. 


He fought gallantly at Torktown 


and was presented, says Harper's En- 
cyclopaedia of United States History, 
iwita one of the captured cannon. He 
,was decorated on his return home, and 
a few years later he became a marshal 
of France. When tbe Jacobins ruled 
Paris, De Rochambeau barely escaped 
being guillotined. In 1804 he was pen- 
sioned by Bonaparte and received from 
htn the cross of grand officer of tbe 


" Legion of Honor. EHs memoirs were 
published in P^aris in 1809.

tion over the price of meat is mori 
than significant It is the outward ex 
pression of what we nonfiesh eaters 
call the excitation arising from a glut 
tonous consumption of flesh meat, thi 
natural outcome of the Brutal use o 
bestial food. 


The daily press has reported many 


cases of "famine" (?), many of finan 
cial ruin and a few of self inflicted 
death owing to the inability of the 
meat dealers to supply their customers 
with their regular quantities of meat 
at reasonable prices! The situation is 
indeed, a grave one; but the solution 
of the problem is most simple—the 
adoption of a vegetarian diet And why 
not? 


Seven-tenths of the present day pop- 


ulation of the globe does not eat flesh 
meat lo China, India. Japan anc 
neighboring countries there are 400,- 
000,000 people, strong, active 
ane 


healthy, who manage to live without 
it. The Turkish porter on his daily ra- 
tion of dates and rice jogs along with 
a load that would crush a flesh eater. 
The Japanese rikisha man, with his 
dish of rice and a little fish, will trot 
in the broiling sun all day long for 
weeks and months together, and the 
lascars on a like diet make the best 
seamen in the world.

FRAZEYSBURG BOY HURT. 


Cay Little Port, bwt With No Ave- 


nue» o* 'E«eape—The People Were 
of Many Colors, Straight. Sniiple 
and Tall, Vlg;uroui. Grauoful and 
Health?—Their Quaint Custom*. 
St. Pierre, on the island of Mar- 


tinique, just destroyed by the terrible 
eruption of Mont P<»l»f>, wt« r>r>« of 
the most beautiful cities in the Wcs 
indies, says the New York Times. Here, 
were splendid homes, great factories 
and magnificent estates. The loss ot 
the city means the destruction of mil 
lions of dollars' worth of property, ac 
cording to men who have been to St. 
Pierre and are familiar with its bus! 
ness affairs. 


There were more than 25,000 people 


in the city. Of this number only sonic 
2,500 were white, and they were uearl\ 
all of French descent. The negroes of 
the island of Martinique are of the best 
class of negroes, most ot them having 
been educated iu the schools of Paris 
The whites are in uunierous instances 
descended from old French legitimist 
families. The people are very sharply 
divided into "bosses" and laboring men, 
and the bosses make up a social circle 
entirely their own. So sharp is the 
liue of cleavage that the only club for 
Europeans at St. Pierre was known 
.simply as the White club. The negroes 
had a club called the Black club. One 
of the old French families, that of the 
Perinnelles, had a palatial estate in the 
suburbs of St. Pierre, this being prob 
ably the most notable private estate in 
the West Indies. 


The "bosses" of St Pierre were in 


nearly every instance engaged in the 
manufacture of rum, sugar or cocoa. 
The rum factories are the most im- 
portant, the article being manufac- 
tured from the sugar cane which is 
raised in great abundance in the plan- 
tations oC the neighborhood. The most 
important of the rum factories belong- 
ed to M. de Garagarri. iM. Savon and 
M. Berti. The Berti plant consisted 
of some five distinct distilleries, valued 
•it about S500.000. The'extensive sug- 
ar plant belonging to Dr. Guenn anil 
valued at about $200,000 was destroyed 
by the volcano some days ago, accord- 
ing to cable advices. 


Tl.e seat of the government of the 


.sland is at Fort-de-France. 
St. Pierre, 


aowcver, was the chief commercial city 
>jf the island. The municipality was 
governed by a mayor and a council of 
Twenty-seven members. 
The mayor 


was M. Hyacinthe Nicole, with Rene 
i^lavius-Marius and Amedee Knight as 
deputies. The municipal government 
was housed in one of the many fine 
Buildings of the city. 


The topography of St. Pierre was pe- 


culiar. Facing the sea. with no laud 
prelection whatever from tides, its har- 
bor v.:is not a bafe refuge for ships in 
time of storm. The beach was so ab- 
rupt nevertheless that heavy draft 
steamships found it possible to go with- 
in fifteen or twenty yards of the shore, 
rheie transferring their cargoes to 
oargcs and lighters, which coul'l steam 
up and clown the mile or so of beach 
directly bounding the city. The build- 
ings began within a few yards of high 
tide point and coveted the land, iu 
spite of a very abrupt slope, for nearly 
a mile inland. 


Distinctive among the buildings of 


tbe city was a Catholic cathedral, pre- 
sided over by Mgr. Marie Charles Al- 
fred de Cormont. This was a magnifi- 
cent structure for such u small city 
and was built many years ago 
In tlio 


Oiocose of St. Pierre there wore three 
chuichcs and several small chapels. 
In addition, there was a Jesuit college 
of no insignificant proportions, there 
being about thiity-five piofessors in 
Hie faculty. 


The business of the city, outside of 


the export trade, was done through re- 
tail stores. 
Therp were twelve dry 


goods stores, two 
large hardware 


stoics making a specialty of farming 
materials and four brokers. The mon- 
ey of tbe city was largely handled by 
the Bnnque de la Martinique, founded 
jn 1651, with a capital of 3.000,000 
francb. In addition, there were in St. 
Pieire agencies of the Bank of Frrnce 
and the Colonial Bank of London. 


The city maintained a complete pub- 


lic school system. There was a fine 
hotc-l, known as the Pierre Crocquet. 
where many persons went on visits 
from France to enjoy tbe climate of 
the island. Just outside the city there 
was an elaborate botanical garden, 
whore a superb collection of tropical 
nlants had been gathered. One of the 
failures of this garden, and one which 
illustrates tbe eccentric topography of 
the country, was a water fall drop- 
ping some 300 feet 


fieut architectural feature of the town. 
It was built of a whitish stoue aud, 
with its two towers, in which bells 
were huuj:, was sharply accentuated 
against the green background of the 
mountain^. 


Tbe water frost of the town extend- 


ed for nearly two miles along the gen- 
tly curving coast. All the space l>ack 
to the hills that shut in the town was 
filled with the low white houses of 
the people. Some twenty or twenty- 
five streets ran down from the hills 
lo the water front. These were cut by 
irregular cross streets. 


The Rue de Victor Hugo was the 


principal thoroughfare. 
All of the 


best shops were located on it. and it 
•served as a parade for the fashiona- 
bles when thf>v mntle fliPir nniip;ir:n)''<* 
in the cool of the evening arrayed in 
the white ducks, panama hats ami low 
cut patent leather shoes and the wom- 
en either in the year old fashions of 
Paris or in the striking gayly colored 
native garb. 


French was the common language 


spoken, and nearly all of the white 
people were of French extraction. It 
was a lively little place, and its people 
Lad some of the light spirit and gay- 
ety of their Gallic kinsmen. 
Always 


on corning into the harbor passengers 
noted the apparent freshness and 
cleanliness of the place. The white 
houses with their green blinds and til- 
ed or thatched roofs, the gay striped 
awnings aud vivid green of the back- 
ground, made a cool, pleasant picture. 
Ashore the .bright costumes of the na- 
tive girls, the movement of the street 
life and the strangeness of the new 
scenes were a source of constant in- 
terest to tourists. 


Through every street ran an open 


gutter of water from the hills, mid 
early in the morning, just when the 
cool dawn wind was coming down from 
the mountains, these gutters would be 
alive with people. The native women 
would bring out their tall earthen jars, 
called "Welsh hats" by tbe resident 
Englishmen, to be filled with the cool 
flowing water. Babies were brought 
out and allowed to disport themselves, 
while their mothers cleaned the hoube- 
hold utensils. The streams being fed 
from mountain lakes, cleanliness in 
dress and habitation was common, even 
union? the lowest classes. 


Back from St. Pierre about eight 


miles, on a winding mountain road, 
was the fashionable native resort, 
Morne Rouge. Here the rich residents 
had their country homes, and it is prob- 
able that when the flood of fire, lava 
and ashes came down trom Mont Pelee 
these were among the first houses de- 
stroyed. In the season, which began 
about June 1, there were usually 4,000 
or 5,000 persons at Morne Rouge. 


When the head of Mont Pelre blew 


off, the inhabitants in the town below 
liad no chance of escape. Tbe burning 
lava, the ashes and mud and the fire 
came down the hills as the water had 
been coming for hundreds of years, 
and the people below were caught as 
fish iu a net 
The only open way was 


the spa, and that offered nothing but 
death by drowning. On the side of the 
towii away from the volcano the trop- 
ical undergrowth.came to within a few 
yards of "the houses, and the beach 
ended at the city limits.
